Four  private  physicians  were  included  in  this  worksheet: 

1)  One  indigenous  MO,  65  years  of  age,  specializing  in  anesthesia,  is  not  actually  performing 
work.

Adult  literacy  rate  -  The  percentage  of  the  population  aged  15  and  over  able  to  read  and  write  in  any  language. 

Age  distribution  -  The  percentage  of  the  total  population  represented  by  children  less  than  15  years  and  adults  more 
than  64  years. 

Annual  average  household  income  ($)  -  Average  annual  income  of  each  household  of  the  population.  A  household 
includes  all  persons  occupying  a  housing  unit. 

Annual  number  of  cases  -  The  average  annual  number  of  medical  referral  cases. 

Annual  population  growth  rate  -  Rate  at  which  the  population  grows  in  a  year.  Calculated  as  the  total  number  of 
births  plus  the  total  immigration  minus  the  total  deaths  plus  the  total  emigration. 

Crude  birth  rate  -  The  total  number  of  births  per  1000  population.  Calculated  as  the  number  of  births  in  a  given  year 
divided  by  the  mid-year  population  multiplied  by  1000.  Figures  in  the  table  are  for  1991. 

Crude  death  rate  -  The  total  number  of  deaths  per  1000  population.  Calculated  as  the  number  of  deaths  in  a  given  year 
divided  by  the  mid-year  population  multiplied  by  1000.  Figures  in  the  table  are  for  1991. 

Dentist/population  ratio  -  The  number  of  people  for  every  dentist.  A  dentist  is  categorized  as  either  a  DDS  =  Doctor 
of  Dental  Surgery  (US  trained)  or  a  DO  =  Dental  Officer  (foreign-trained). 

Distance  from  major  health  facility  -  The  distance  in  travel  time  between  the  major  health  facility  and  the  satellite  is 
given.  For  the  most  part,  the  satellite  is  located  in  the  same  village  or  municipality  as  the  central  hospital. 

Dominant  providers  -  The  major  types  of  providers  serving  in  each  jurisdiction. 

Ethnic  distribution  -  The  types  and  percentages  of  the  major  ethnic  groups  in  each  jurisdiction. 

General  fertility  rate  -  The  number  of  live  births  per  1000  women  aged  15-44  years.  Calculated  as  the  number  of  live 
births  in  a  given  year  divided  by  the  mid-year  population  of  women  aged  15-44  multiplied  by  1000.  Figures  in  the  table 
are  for  1991.  The  total  fertility  rate  (TFR)  is  the  number  of  children  on  the  average  per  woman  aged  1 5-49  years. 

Geographic  distribution  -  The  percentage  of  the  total  population  residing  in  the  following  areas:  state  centers)  -  the 
urban  area  in  which  the  central  health  facility  is  established.  As  defined  for  the  1990  census  of  the  Pacific  Outlying 
Areas,  the  urban  population  comprises  all  territory,  population,  and  housing  units  in  places  of  2,500  or  more  persons; 
intermediate/remote  areas  -  rural  areas  outside  of  State  center,  including  outer  islands  and  atolls.  "Intermediate  areas" 
refers  to  outlying  municipalities  or  districts  which  require  more  than  two  hours  travel  time  but  less  than  one  day  from  the 
major  health  facility.  "Remote  areas",  such  as  outer  islands  and  atolls,  refers  to  those  areas  which  require  more  than  one 
day's  travel  to  and  from  the  state  center  and  the  major  health  facility. 

Health  budget-total  and  per  capita  -  The  total  sum  of  money  allocated  for  health  overall  and  per  person.  Total 
amount  ($)  -the  total  amount  budgeted  for  health  including  international,  federal,  and  local  funds.  Per  capita  ($)  - 
amount  allocated  to  each  person  in  the  population.  Calculated  as  the  total  health  budget  divided  by  the  total  population. 
Figures  in  the  table  are  for  the  following  years:  FSM  -  1 989,  Guam  -  1991,  Palau  -  1991,  and  RMI  -  1991. 

Health  Extenders  (MX/HA)/population  ratio  -  The  number  of  people  for  every  health  extender.  A  health  extender  is 
categorized  as  either  an  MX  =  Medex  (similar  to  a  medical  corpman)  or  an  HA  =  Health  assistant  (a  community  member 
with  on-the-job  training). 
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Health  Insurance  coverage  -  The  percentage  of  the  population  receiving  any  kind  of  health  insurance.  With  the 
exception  of  Marshallese  and  perhaps  Guamanian  citizens,  the  majority  of  U  S.  Pacific  Islanders  have  no  health 
insurance. 

Figures  in  the  table  are  for  1991 . 

Immunization  rate  @  2  years  -  The  percentage  of  children  less  than  two  years  who  are  fully  immunized  according  to 
WHO  or  AC1P  guidelines.  Figures  in  the  table  are  for  1991-1992. 

Infant  mortality  rate  -  The  number  of  deaths  in  infants  (less  than  1  year  or  0-364  days)  per  1000  live  births.  Ihe  rates 
given  in  tire  table  are  for  the  following  years:  AS  -  1991,  CNMI  -  1991,  FSM  -  1986-1992  (The  official  rate  for  the 
FSM  according  to  registered  live  births  and  deaths  is  23.3  per  1000;  however,  the  actual  rate  is  estimated  at  45  per 
1000),  Guam  -  1989,  Palau  -  1992,  and  RMI  -  1988. 

Inhabited  islands  and  atolls  -  The  number  of  populated  islands  and  atolls  in  each  jurisdiction. 

Lnnd  mass  -  The  area  of  drv  land  in  square  miles. 

Life  expectancy  @  birth  -  The  average  number  of  years  which  a  person  at  birth  is  expected  to  live  under  tire  mortality 
pattern  prevalent  in  the  community  or  country.  The  range  of  life  expectancy  at  birth  ranges  from  40  to  70  years.  The 
world  average  is  estimated  at  61  years.  Figures  in  the  table  are  for  the  following  years:  AS  -  1978-82,  FSM  -  1985-89, 
Guam  -  1982,  and  RMI  -  1988. 

Major  facility  access  -  The  percentage  of  tire  population  residing  in  areas  less  than  an  hour  travel  distance  from  the 
major  health  facility. 

Major  health  facilities  -  The  number  of  hospitals  and  the  type  of  care  are  specified.  In  general,  basic  acute  care  is 
offered  at  all  hospitals  with  limited  or  no  intensive  or  critical  care  capacity. 

Major  referral  sites  -  The  major  sites  to  which  medical  referrals  are  sent.  Formal  agreements  are  in  place  with 
hospitals  in  each  of  these  cities. 

Medical  referral  costs  -  The  average  amount  of  money  spent  annually  on  medical  referrals. 

Medical  referral  costs  -  The  percentage  of  the  total  health  budget  which  is  used  for  medical  referrals.  The  figures  in 
the  table  are  based  on  the  following  information: 

American  Samoa  -  S3. 6 1  million  in  1990 

CNMI  -  An  estimated  $7.5  million  is  spent  annually;  $4.5  million  in  Honolulu,  $2.5  million  in  San  Diego,  and  $0.5 
million  in  Guam.  Major  reasons  for  referrals  include  cardiology,  ophthalmology,  oncology,  trauma,  and  "crippled 
children". 

Chuuk  -  $472,000  in  1992,  overran  budget  for  medical  referrals  by  $30,000. 

Kosrac  -  $400,000  in  1992,  overran  budget  by  $200,000. 

Pohnpei  -  $367,739  in  1992. 

Yap  -  $355,355  in  1992. 

GiiUin  -  No  specific  expense  information  was  submitted  by  the  Government  of  Guam  -  only  total  cost  of  medically 
indigent  program,  catastrophic  illness  program,  and  Medicaid/Medicare.  The  information  is  difficult  to  obtain  due  to  the 
substantial  number  of  self-referrals  and  the  number  of  referrals  paid  by  private  health  plan  (FHP,  GMHP,  and  Stay 
Well). 

Palau  -  $293,235  in  1992  and  approximately  $700,000  in  1993  ($496,618  on  the  average).  About  75%  of  patients  are 
referred  to  the  Philippines  and  another  20%  go  to  TAMC’s  free  program. 

RMI  -  $137,47  7  in  1991  and  $63,201  in  1992  ($100,339  on  the  average).  This  is  a  deceptively  low  amount  because  it 
does  not  include  an  estimation  of  costs  for  referrals  under  the  177  program.  Also,  a  sizeable  number  of  referrals  are 
made  to  TAMC’s  special  program  at  no  cost  to  the  RMI  government. 

Medicare/Medicaid  participation  -  The  percentage  of  the  total  population  in  each  jurisdiction  covered  by 
Medicaid/Medicare  was  not  available.  Instead,  eligibility  is  specified.  American  Samoa  uses  Medicaid  money 
specifically  for  medical  referrals  and  defines  its  total  population  as  being  eligible. 
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Minor  health  facilities  -  The  number  of  non-major  health  facilities.  Types  include  village  or  community  health  centers, 
field  hospitals,  private  clinics,  and  dispensaries.  These  are  often  located  outside  of  the  urban  center  in  outlying  and 
intermediate  areas. 

Mortality  rate  by  cause  -  The  cause-specific  mortality  rate  expresses  the  number  of  deaths  from  a  disease  among  all 
individuals  in  a  population  during  a  given  time  period.  The  table  identifies  the  top  three  diseases  responsible  for  the 
highest  mortality  in  each  of  the  jurisdictions.  Figures  are  for  the  following  years:  AS  -  1990,  CNMI  -  1991,  FSM  - 
1986-91,  Guam  -  1990,  Palau  -  1991,  and  RMI  -  1989. 

Nature  of  morbidity  -  The  nature  of  disease  problems  common  to  or  prevalent  in  each  jurisdiction.  Morbidity  is 
characterized  as  being  chronic,  infectious  or  parasitic,  and/or  transitional  (a  combination  of  both). 

Number  of  inpatient  beds  -  The  number  of  inpatient  beds  in  each  major  health  facility. 

Nurse  (NM/NP/RN/GN/PN)/population  ratio  -  The  number  of  people  for  every  nurse.  The  various  categories  of 
nurses  are  as  follows:  NM  =  Nurse  Midwife  (RN  with  specialty  training  in  OB/GYN);  NP  =  Nurse  Practitioner  (RN 
with  specialty  training  in  pediatrics  or  family  medicine);  RN  =  Registered  Nurse  (baccalaureate  or  associate  level 
training),  GN  =  Graduate  Nurse  (educated  and  trained  in  regional  nursing  schools),  and  PN  =  Practical  Nurse  (on-the- 
job  training). 

Per  capita  GNP/GDP  ($)  -  Total  gross  national  product  (GNP)  or  gross  domestic  product  (GDP)  divided  by  the  total 
population.  This  is  a  common  general  purpose  indicator  of  the  average  income  level.  Figures  in  the  table  are  for  the 
following  years:  AS  -  1991  GNP,  CNMI  -  1985  GNP,  FSM  -  1988  GDP,  Guam  -  1989  GDP,  Palau  -  1991  GNP,  and 
RMI  -  1991  GDP. 

Physician  (MD/MO/MBBS)/population  ratio  -  The  number  of  people  for  every  physician.  A  US  trained  physician  is 
an  MD  =  Medical  Doctor;  a  foreign-trained  or  regionally-trained  physician  is  an  MO  =  Medical  Officer;  and  a  British- 
trained  physician  is  an  MBBS  =  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  Bachelor  of  Surgery. 

Satellite  -  The  type  of  satellite  facility  available  in  each  site. 

Satellite  network  -  The  type  of  satellite  network  is  denoted.  "MicroNet"  =  Micronesia  Network  and  "FFANet"  = 
Forum  Fisheries  Network. 

Satellite  system  services  -  The  major  characteristics  of  the  PEACESAT  GOES-3  system  are  identified. 

Sex  distribution  -  The  percentage  of  the  total  population  represented  by  males  and  females. 

Site  -  The  institution  and  location  of  each  satellite  facility  are  given. 

Total  population  -  The  total  number  of  people  residing  in  the  jurisdiction.  Official  estimates  for  American  Samoa,  the 
Commonwealth  of  the  Northern  Marianas,  Guam,  and  the  Republic  of  Palau  are  according  to  the  US  Bureau  of  the 
Census  1990  reports.  Official  estimates  for  the  FSM  and  RMI  are  based  on  the  jurisdiction's  Office  of  Vital  Statistics' 
figures  for  1990. 

Type  of  health  sector  -  The  predominant  type  of  health  sector  in  each  jurisdiction  is  identified.  Types  include 
government  "owned  and  operated",  an  active  or  fledgling  private  sector,  or  a  combination  of  both.
